Among ail the projected reforms cf the day— 
sensib'e and insensate—there is one reform 
which ia the most nesded, and the leaet thought 
of. It ja a reform of the Cookery of the country. 
Could we only call off the rcores of intelli 
gent and energetic women who have now * art 
e! in a wild-goose chase afer their peli ical 
“rights,” and enlist them in this greatly needed 
reform, we should do more service to the country 
than three fourthe of our leading eteesmen 
Bad cookery, including inthet+rm had biking, 
and the neglect of variety, is in our deliberate 
opinion the direct cause of at leas) half the in 
temperance, balf the bad temner and quarreling, 
and half the disease whic afl! ct the country 
We have found in our own case, that we 
seldom have any longing for rplrituous liquors, 
except when our daily food is badly cooked, 
or di ficient in variety. You eat absdly cooked 
breakfast for Inatance, the stomach foile of 
course to carry on the process of digestion pro- 
perly, and aeke for some stimulant to aid its 
work. For ourselves, we very ecldom drink 
enething stronger than water with our dinner 
Bat if we eat three times successively at an eat 
ing house, we begin to crave some ale or wine 
to enable us to get down and digest the greasy 
euff that at euch places is termed food, 
An Engileh writer recently said: —" I am in 
clined to think that good cookery might do ot 
least as much for the morale of the country ae 
gymnes'ioen. Dine in l'aris on fotirtcon conreos, 
aud you feel lighter and brighter when you have 
finiehed than when you began; ‘do justice,’ as 
the phrase ia, to an Evglish dinner of the old 
fashioned sort, and, without the liberal aralot 
ance of sherry and champagne, you are tco 
etupid to talk of anything except local politica 
and the etate of the cropa.” 
Yes, badly cooked food lies at the very root 
of the eraving for etrong l'quore, And, a6 a 
large proportion of these liquora are drugged, 
the liquors themeelves become in their turn 
eouroes of indigestion and d's>ase. 
We tee they are having the cholera very 
badly out in the pure wir of tne far Weet, Some 
wonder at thie. But any one who knows cn 
what kind of food our Western friends live—no, 
pot live, Ase’ —will only wonder that the 
numer of deathe is not double what it ia. 

And then, apart from the bad and greasy 
cookery, the procuriog of the necresary change 
and variety of food seems not to be io the least 
studied And vet the stomec’ craves consiant 
change and variety, A variety of vegetable food 
is erpeola'ly necessary in this ¢ lmate—parti-u 
lar'y in the summer season. And vegetsah'es 
will grow in great profusion. Yet about nine lo 
ten oO! our farmera seem to think that any care 
of their vegetsl'e gardens ie unneces@ary, &> far 
ae the food of thetr own familice ia concerned 
Taey would rather be sick, and pay heavy dox 
tor’e billa, and ruin their constitutious, than give 
aw little labor to thelr qardene 

Toey would rather bava drepepeis, and con- 
tingal bid termoper, and the c onetant craving for 
aleoholic liqvora, and bilious and typhoid and 
in!! smomatory fevers, aod rheumatiem, and cho 
lera, and doctor's billie, than take care thet their 
tables are kept @e!! supplied with a variety of 
wel! cacked food, including plenty of vegetables 
berries, and fruits. 

The men are to blame in thie matter, for not 
furnishing the proper supplies, and the women 
for their general, we might almost ery universe’, 
ignorance of cookery, Jt is an old proverb thet 
the Lord eerds v ctuale, and the—t'other one— 
eende cooks We hear a great talk nowadave 
about our young wore) learning (Cireek aod 
Latin—wasting five or eis of the moet pree cus 
years of their ives to wot learning what would do 
them very ittle good i! it were learned—but we 
hear almost pothiog of teaching them bow to 
cook, and bake, and make their own dreeres, 
which they could learn, and whe) are things of 
the woet absolute importance, whatever their 
copdiiion ia life may be.

The Sanitary Aspect of Fashion. 

Fusion in Greve, like most other eubj 
admits of being regarded from several points of 
view. It hae is sanitary as well as ite m sthetis 
eide. It ie troe that the former is lees 
freqventiy noted than the latter; bus it by no 
means follows thet it fs of less importance. To 
thore who look beyond the present hour, the 
sanitary in flaence of the paesing fashion on the 
welfare of ite votaries is a point of much greater 
moment than its inflaence on their » :thetie 
oeptions. The latter is more or less transient: 
the former emdures for years, often even for 
life irself, whore duration it pot unfri quently 
ebortens. 

If we take into considerstion the lofluence of 
the preeent faebions prevailing amonget women, 
aod wet them by the ordinary lawe of health, 
we ehall find thet some cf them are most injo- 
rious to the well-being of the individual. For 
example: the prevailing style of boots, with 
high military beels and close constriction of the 
ankle, ia oppoeed to every principle of 
ology. The general form of the foot 
worn at the present time, even by persons who 
are not regarded as followers of fashion, is most 
ipjuiiova. Tbe natural form of the foot is to 
have the great toe in a straight line with its 
inner side. Fasbion has dictated that our boots 
and shoes should be more or lese pointed, and 
the result is that the toes are wedged together, 
the great toe being thrust outwards towards the 
othere. By long continued usage of shoes of 
this shape, the feet become more or lees mis- 
shepen, and it ja impossible to discover one per- 
son in a thousand whose feet are not deformed, 

Taia evil, great as it is, is vastly 
the present style of high heel, which causes the 
weight of the body to be thrown forward on the 
toes, and wedges them atil! more tightly into the 
front of the shor. Nature has made the heel 
broad, so a8 to afford a firm besis of support; 
bnt the present style demands a small 
which givee but an insecure foundation, 
throws a great atrain on the ankle joint when 
the foot is placed on an irregular eurface ; whilst 
the free play of the joint is prevented by the 
boot being tightly laced around it. The effect 
of this constriction in cansinog the waste of the 
leg may be seen in those countrymen who wear 
tighuy-laced boots of this character. 

let us trace the permanent reeult of this 
faehion. I: may be seen in corns, banions, de- 
formed fect, followed by an inability, more or 
less marked, to take p:destrian exercise, Toais 
want of exercise, in its turn, reacta on the con- 
stitution, acd permanent il health is tne fre 
quent reeult, 

Paea'ing from the feet to the head, what can 
be said in favor of the present sty!e of bonnet? 
If a head drees le required at all, it must be be- 
ciure it anewers sume useful purpose, and 
se:ves to shelter the wearer in some degree 
egrioet the variations cf the weather—beoause 
it should shield the eyes from the glare of the 
sun, the head from the «xtremes of beat or cold, 
or the uaodue it fluence of the wind. It is need- 
lega to say that the prerent bonnet does none of 
these thinge, and, except as an expensive snd 
not very graceful ornament, ia without apy 
utility whatever, Bat the evil does not rest 
here ; the undue «xposure of the head to the va- 
tistions of temperature, for which oar climate ia 
ao remarkable, leads to serious diseases, In- 
flammation of the eyes, disveasce of the ears, 
colds in the various organa of the head aad 
neck, are all traceable to the prevailing fashion. 
Tois statement may perhaps be doubted by 
some persons who may say “I do not know of 
any one who haa had opthalmia from wearing a 
new bonnet,” bat inquiry at any inetitution 
where patienta are treated in large numbers will 
prove that every great chanze ia fashion is at 
tended with an i: fluence on the health; and it 
was remarked that when the present etyle of 
f.male head-dress came into fashion, it was at- 
tended with, or rather followed by a notable in- 
creaee in disorders eff. cting the visual organs. 

The influence of fasbioa in other articles of 
attire is atill more marked; but enough bas 
deen eaid to direct the attention of our readers 
to the subject.— /ondon Queen,

REST. 

Lapiss—You have hed eo much of work from 
me of late that we will now turn aside for o !it- 
tle reet. When Mahomet’s eoldiers complained 
that the weather wae hot, the march wearisome, 
and they wanted rest by the way, tho iron man 
eaid: “Rest! rest! rest! Soall we not have 
all eternity to rest ia?” Now some of us want 
to rest before that time, otherwise we shall 
enter upon the otber life before we have finished 
our work in this; or, worse atil!, we shall be 
laid up for repairs before we have done good 
service. 

Toe Divine Leader in Paleetine, unlike the 
one in Arabie; was mindful of all human needs, 
and said to His followers: “Come ye youreelves 
spart into a desert place and rest awhile.” If we 
listen, I think we shall hear Him now, aa then, 
speaking to us just as He did to the Dieciples, 
when they returned for fresh inst: uction after 
their firet tour of preaching and healing. He- 
manity now, as then, wesries, and wears in any 
work, however worthy of our beat energies, 
however cheering our success. Even Elichs 
needed time and place for rest, and the same 
good Providence which commanded the ravens 
to feed his predecessor, prompted the “ great 
woman” (or, ag the old translators render it, « 
“rich woman”) to prepare a little chamber on 
the wall, with ite bed, table, stool, and candle- 
stick, eo that when on hie way to Shunem be 
would turn in thither and rest. The prophet 
seems to have hada standing welcowe to the 
general hospitalities of the house, for we read 
that as ofren as he pissed by “he turned in to 
eat bread ;"’ bat beside refreshment he needed a 
resting place. 

How often have I seen those who seemed to 
need Elisha’s chamber on the wall more than a 
home with “ modern improvements,” more than 
mediosl skill to make them well. A quiet cor- 
ner like bis, a cheerfu! walk for charitable pur- 
pores, a place to “turn in and eat bread,” would 
suffice to cure many a chronic case, ‘/ with theee 
came the contented epirit. 

Bat in thie “ fast ege,” so full of business and 
buetle, few take time to rest or retroepec’. To 
be ture, there are plenty cf people busy and in- 
efficient; bat, of couree, they sre too much ir, 
the rear to get refreshing rest, or are not weary 
enough to enjoy it. Riches or honor, popularity 
or position, lesroing or fashion, “hurry up” the 
masees, Some are in great haste to do a little 
good on a large scale, or perhaps great good on 
aemailireile, O:tera seem to be in a hurry be- 
cauee the reet of the world are, and #0 apo- 
plexy, paralysie, and more obscure diseases of 
the brain and nervous system, are selecting 
their victims from among there burried people. 
Many witbin the circle of our acquaintance are 
receiving elight warnings of the approach of a 
final failure of health, ia the way of numtneea 
of the limba, disagreeable sensations in the top 
of the bead, throbbing and ringing in the eare, 
dark epots before the eyes, aimness of vieion, 
sleeplessness, etc. Those who take warning at 
these monitions, and “turn aside into a desert 
p'a @ and rest a wbile,” and thereafur, when they 
return agein to the busy world, work more pru- 
dently, may last to labor for many a year. [ut 
few listen to these warnings, for along with 
them comes a restiees haste, a nervous rolici 
tude, which impels them onward faster than ever 
before. 

The following is an illustration of the type we 
once met in the “(ireat Weat,” where people 
and places grow fast, and do not always know 
when to stop wing. 

Au individual hegan bis businees life with only 
twenty-five dollars and became a millionaire. 
When evrrounded with all the elegancies of life 
and blessed with children end children’s chil- 
drev, still the same imperative business haate 
hurried him on, eo that ho had no time to enjoy 
the good things he had gathered about him, or 
rather he had no relish for enything but work. 
Bo he hurcied oa till qnite exhausted in body 
and brain, snd then he would sit quietly in the 
corner by the open grata, seldom epetking, and 
then in a low tone, eating very little, end sleep. 
ing much of the time. In this state he would 
remain for three or fou weeka, and then end- 
denly, as he would say, he “felt the clectrica! 
fire return to him again,” and then he would be 
up and off at 8 o'clock in the morning, driving 
hia business as hard cs ever—ridirg fast, talking 
loud, ana sleeping but little, till again worn ont, 
when this state of quietaces would return and 
effect a recaperation, and be would be cil to bu- 
siness once more. One day a friend said to him: 
“Mr. ——, why do you not pow rest and «enjoy 
your riches?” “Reet! reat!’ said he, “I hete 
rest, and wish I did not have to take time to eat 
end sleep.” ‘“ Why,” responded the frierd, 
“don't you expect to reat in heaven?” “No,” 
he replied, “if that were a placo of rest I should 
bot want to gothere! To me the great beauty 
of that country is, that there we work all the 
titae without esting or sleeping.” This impers- 
tive business haste was the result of an over- 
wrought brain which ended in insanity and death 
There sre many morbid symptoms which are 
often supposed to call for active mesauree, wi.en 
it is paasive ones the patient reeds. 

A clergyman, a friend of mine, had been eub 
ject to severe attacks of what was then thought 
wo be bilicus colic, and hed heen treated with 
the usual active remedies for that disease, to the 
great injury of bis sensitive orzanizstion. These 
attacke bave since proved to be of a purely nen 
raigic character, induced by nervous exhaustion, 
coming on after close mente! labor, as when he 
had written a sermon which called forth much 
thought or deepemotion. After leaving u!! close 
study and giving himee!! to light labor the at- 
tacks ceaced entirely. 

A lady of my acquaintance, where poritign 
reqaires much anxious thought and ounendiile 
Care, was subject to cevere and endden attacks 
of pain ia the stomach and through the section 
of the back opposite, For hours a groaning 
agony would rest upon her. The eufferiog she 
described as more .ctense than anrthing the 
ever experienced before. For a time they were 
euppoceed to arice from indigestion, and more 
and more care a4 to Ciet wie exercised, and lees 
and lees feod was taken, but etill the attacks 
grew more frequent aud more severe. Becoming 
certain they were not induced by undigested 
food, other habits of life were watched, and the 
Giscevery was som made that they cams on 
after any close and continued ments! activitr, 
eepeciaily when from anxious care her usual 
meais had been omitted, and that the less ebe 
ate the more frequent and severe the attacks. 
Her usual reepongioilities were then resigned, » 
journey taken which reetored her appetite, #0 
that she ate freely, elept abundantly, and exer- 





return of those terrible attacks. On her return 
to ber bome lubors, she found that whenever 
her brain work was so increased that ber ap 
petite diminished, the symptoms of a retarn of 
the dreaded guest would reappear. Bat thise 
warnings have been promptly heeded, and more 
bodily exercise, more brain reat and more food, 
have prevented their return for years. 

In this case the nervous forse ceems to have 
been so expended that there was a temporary 
feilare ia the ganglionic system of nerves cis 
tributed to the stomach, ari hence thie ude 
toribeble agony in tuat region. 

Strong emotions—onch as joy, grie’, fear, soli- 
oitude—« xbevet the nervous evstem more rapid- 
ly than ‘atellectusal activity, and hence reet ie 
needed to repair this wate. Bat eays one: “I 
feel the need of reat, but I can't tind time to 
take it.” Well, my dear woman, that ia just the 
difficulty we have bad in mind when we bave 
been aekiog for more esimpiici'y in diet, drees, 
and general home life—that you mav bave leisure 
to “go up into the mountain,” down by the 
river eide, or into the spare chamber«f a friend, 
or some cozy corner at home, and take the rest 
yeu eo much need. If we order the general 
tenor of oor lives with Obristian simplicity and 
economy, I think we shall also find the spare 
hours needed to keep us in health and cheer. 

Our Saviour saye: “Come unto Me, all ye 
that labor and are heavy laden, and I will give 
you rest.” Now don’t Bpiritualize this till you 
have epirited away all ite meaning, all its com- 
fort. Fashion and the Pharisee are ro; unlike, 
in that they bind heavy burdens grievous to be 
borne, such es bring great care and Jittle com- 
fort. Have you, Christian wife and mother, 
found “ your yoke easy and your burden light?” 
If not, canvass the domain of your duties, see 
how much you coald cartai! your crushing cares 
and still be a Caorietian. Perchance this pru- 
ning would make you @ more consistent one. 
We who believe a good Father orders all our 
ways in mercy should not bein « state of chronic 
weariness, or, as che Yankees asy, in » conetant 
“stew.” To be sure, there will be times when 
labors and esres witl famble in apace, but if we 
possess our rouls in patience, and work with 
cheerful energy they will all diasppear, and so 
eure a6 a calm comes after a storm, a0 sare shall 
we find room and time for more rest than usual 
just after. When over-weary we are ready to 
sing with one of old: 


“Lord, what a feeble piece 
Is this our mortal frame?’ 


And atill we find it has great elesticity, great 
power of endurance in emergencies, and if we 
watch and take the little reete which circum- 
stances offer, at the time or soon after, we shall 
come out not only uoharmed, but with fresh re- 
verencs for the wisdom chown in human me- 
chaniem. 

David eaid the wicked were like « troubled 
ees, which would not reat, but we have seen 
many modern eainta who seeroed io a eimiler 
condition constantly, The burden ot their song 
fur this life ia “I em over-dene.’ For the 
other, 

“There is reat for the wears, 

There ia reet for you, 

On the other eide of Jordan.” 


Now not only the Jesus of the now dispensa- 
tion, but the Jehovah of the old, recognized our 
need of rest, ond set in order day and night— 
the one for labor, the other inviting to reat and 
repose. Beside this the Lord estublished the 
reet dey, for we read that ‘‘on the seventh day 
be rested snd was refreshed.” Now we iavent 
all manner of devices to shorten our nights, and 
if we do not “ break the Sabbath,” we “crack 
it,” a the little hoy said, and curtail it, too. 
But sill, despite all the waves of worldliness 
which wasn agsinet thie beneficent institution, 
it wtill etands as a worn rook, and caste for ue 4 
peaceful shadow, beneath whieh we may rest 
once aweek. I epeak rather of the physical 
blessings which ibia one reset day brings, though 
body and epirit are s0 allied that if we blight 
ope we mar the other. Whatever our daily du- 
ties, the mure truly we turn head, hesrt, and 
hand aside from them on this one day, the bet- 
ter prepared are wo for the labore, the pleasures 
or the perplexities of the nexteix, The great 
Father, like a loving mother, has planned reat 
for us from the foundation of the world, but we, 
like reatless children, rebel #qainet accepting it. 
I note often, and with regret, that many excel 

lent women, worn ou: by over-work and ecces 
tive care, feel, when isid up for reset, that they 
are of litle or no use then. Now this is often 
the time te do their crowning work—to give 
lessons of patient, trustful enduranoe, such ae 
they conld not illustrate in any other condition. 
Tne world needs a good spirit more than good 
works, even. A clergyman, receiving an expree- 
sion of sympathy from a friend because of the 
burdens which came upon him on account of 
his invalid wife, replied: “I have the beet wife 
in the world for me. Sse beipa me juat where I 
most need help, for I lacked faith in the persona! 
power of the (iospel to sustain one urder bodily 
pain ard Caily privation. Soe hae eo perfectly 
i‘luatrated thia point that I preach it in faich.” 
Of course, we do net expect all buebinds to be 
as approcietive of the gentler influences aa the 
one above meutioned, Here and there we fiad 
a sswyple like the one ia Vermont, who, when 
he had a sick wife for whom his neighbor made 
kind inqairy, replied: “ Wall, yee, ebe's some 
batter, but ehe won't be any profit w me this 
enmmer.” We remember another, too, who, 
when hearing the poor pay which women re- 
ceived for their work, enid: “ Why, I think they 
get al! they cirn now; the work my wi’e cuz is 
not with a dollar a week to me.” Tois same 
wife waa the mother of half a dezen children, 
and eome of those were sone. Hat there is 
no wee in talking about thie claes of miser'y 
men or miserable womens; for they are qui'e be 

youd any missionary help from Tie Herarn or 

Hyattu. 

Sut to return to our poiat. Every busband 
hes his pecalisr needs of a heipmee’, Every 
bome bee its motherly work for head, heart sod 
hand. Bat natare here, as everywhere, haa her 
compenaation, and if one faculty faila, the others 
are uften more signaily use’ul. Therefore, it we 
do the beet we can to be strong io body, ther 

the cool apirit will 80 make up defcierc es that 
our jife need never be a faiiare. Many mothers 
make good housekeepers of their caughiers 
when their own infirmities have laid them arite 
from their regular duties, acd if they then reat 
ia aptit ae weil a4 ia body, they infuse On ele 

ment of peace into toe home circle, But -f ua- 
rest aod discontent possess tbem because they 
cannot work aa they once cid, tucir great power 
tw co good fa destroyed. 

Bat having foand the time for reet, woen oF 
how ehall she get it—+«t a watering place? Ip 


feels like an odd stick? Little chance for real 
rest, and that bought at « very dear rate, io 
euch places. Of course, if it ise a change of 
sowne, m'neral waters, sea bathing. a peep at 
the great or gay world that le wanted, we fied it 
there. Bat if it fe rest thet we peed, it can be 
go in larger quantities aud at cheaper rates in 
other ways, If you live in the city and want 
country air for your children, don't take them 
where the country ie filled with city aire, bat to 
some quiet ferm-bouse; tarn them outto pas 
ture ia plein dreee, and let them frolic with the 
lamba and oolte apd grow etrong. Tule for a 
searon ; bu now for the little reet which we 
bed, not once a year, bat occea werk. Look 
for these out of doors and in the ce uatry much 
es msy be. A tired bead and a feeble body get 
but little reet or renovation abut up ia close oar- 
riages, joing about amid all the e'ghtas, sounde, 
and emeiis of a crowded town. But takes quiet 
drive in an open carriage, with children along, 
to divert by the things they see and enjor, and 
it lifte one quite out of human detiile. Better 
stil ia a trawp with there little oner, having a 
lunch so that one meal may be enjoyed; for it 
matters little how plain the food, it aiwaya is 
eaten with relish and digested with ease if taken 
out of doors, Ido not mean a great pionic, 
for these are always a weariness to the respon 
eidle heads of the affair; I suggest them simply 
for the family. 

Get, if possible, the basband to join you, and 
though he may thiuk it is foolish, ten to one be 
will be the happiest one of the company, and 
you will ge: a fresh glimpse of the beart that 
won youre, which has been covered so deep with 
business that you were afraid it was lost Per- 
haps you are not etroog enough for thie; well, 
ther, sit out of doors or lie out oo the grass in- 
til you are. Out door life ie the beet ‘ all-heel- 
ing," all-restoring remedy | know of, whether for 
body or episit, bead or heart. Moonlight walks 
are very delightful to old folks and children, as 
well as to young lovers. [st your children look 
for the new moon es a token that the evening 
for a charming, chatty ramble is near, a thou 
sand-fold more healthful tban any amusement 
you oan invert. I wonder we count so much 
on «expensive avening entertainments, when the 
glory of the Lord shines out every clear night, 
and yet beciuse is ia so common we forget to 
admire or evjoy. When we are worn with 
work, and worried by feilures, or perplexed by 
plane, there ie nothing which so stoadies, sootheu, 
and sirengthens, as an hour out of doors by 
night or day. 

I once sat on a porch at twilight with a litle 
boy in my lap. His bright, plump fsoe glowed 
with coaxing admiration as he turned it upward, 
ssying: “Moon and etar come down to mé,” 
Atter an expectant delay he seemed to remem- 
ber that please was « powerful word for pro- 
curing pleasurce io hie heppy circle. Feeling 
sure of evocess this time, each tiny hand was ex 
tended, with palms upward, ready to receive the 
gilte when they descended, as he said; “ Moon 
and atar, please do come downto me” Finding 
that even please did not bring down the desired 
treasures, he gently lajd hia hance in his lap,

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FALSE FACES. 
We find in Adam Bede what tous seens « 
part explanation of a very difficul: problem. 
Speaking cf Hetty, Mise Evans says thet “ ber 
fece bad a language that transcended her feol 
ings.” And then ane goes on to say that “there 
are faces which Nature charges wich 3 meaning 
and a pathos pot belouging w (he elngle human 
soul that flutters beneath them, but epeakiug 
tbe joys and sorrows of foregone generations; 
eyes that tell of deep love which doubtless hag 
beeu, and is somewhere, but not paired with 
these eyes, perbeps piired with pale eyes that 
can say nothing—just as a national language 
may be inetinc: with poetry unfelt by the lips 
that use it.” We ofven meet peop'e with a plain 
story enough written in their faces, but when 
we have studied their natures, we find our reck- 
oning completely faleitied by our acquaintance 
with them. This, unfortunately for men, ocous 
moet frequent'y with women. It is the greatest 
mistake to suppoee that, except in a very unso. 
phisticated time of life indeed, a woman allows 
her countenance to tell anything upon ber; but, 
apart from ber power and inatiact of decrption, 
there is egain that—if we may eo term it—pby. 
iological advantage which she derives from her 
ancestors, asd which enables her without effort 
to wear on expression which may be eminently 
more attractive than that which ehe could claim 
in her own right. If a man ia firet brought to 
leve a woman for her face, he is pretty certain 
to continue to set the tune of bia thoughts about 
her to that key note. He expects certain quali- 
ties are dormant in ber miod which he alone 
hes been clever enough to perceive. Ie won- 
dera how ber own family circle do not appear 
to consider ber capable of ail he is satisfied she 
can do and think. It would startle him a litte 
if be were to learn that the p»neive nose and 
thoughtful forehead cane to Louisa from her 
great-grandmother, and that the mental attri- 
bates bestowed by him upon those featares have 
been completely elimiaated during the transition, 

Tais isa the danger of studying physiognomy 
—one danger at least of studying a lady's face. 
Toe odds are all agsiast oor being right. The 
fiftiech part of en iach mey put us out, and 
bring around calamitous eventualities, And yet 
it is assuredly the case that there are men and 
women who believe in faces long after the 
owners of the faces have given the most distinct 
lie and contradiction to their own ocuatenances, 
Love, or whatever the feeling way be termed, 
does bliad Titania to Nick Bottom's ears. Men 
will cling to their ideal of a woman's face long 
after the woman bas utie:ly negatived every ex- 
pectation to which it gave a prompting. They 
will watch a@ patiently and as perseveripgly 
sometimes for the due sentiment to come to its 
surface, and pisy upon it as the angier watches 
hia tout flies on the eurfacs of the atream. This 
very anxiety aud interest often rendera matri- 
mouy more endurable, Ose reason why brothers 
and sisters so usually quarrel when iving together 
ia, that they are thoroughly up ia every move 
and thought in their own circle. Facce tell no 
untrutbs to them. They make no allowances on 
the score of expreerion, and * sters who would 
be amiable before etraugers will not care to re- 
hearse iu piivate, Toey wear a look for the 
guest, and a look for the family cioner, This is 
a danger to which a guest is expoeed. He has 
his ideal tace, if he be romantic, from which 
he cx peo all that can make bim happy. The 
lady who sits cpposite may either have this as 
an inheritance, or put on something like it when 
she dresees. If her attractiveness be from the 
first source she duserves no credit for it, and 
her charac er may utterly belie it; if she ac- 
complishes it by the second plan, her admirer 
May de aseured that she will no more take the 
trouble of keep'ng it uo to please him, once the 
necessity fur pleasing him seems to depart with 
mariiage, than she will taka the trouble of 
being rentimental about him two years afer 
that event, A piain or an ugly woman, if she 
cannot make herseif handsome, can alwase 
make hereelf desirable to some one, and that 
ove ia the man whose ideal expreseion corres 
ponds with the mask for society with which na- 
ture haa provided the sex. Toia ia what is 
meaut by the saying, that a woman is seldom 
unmarried save through ber own fault. Every 
woman gets macy chances if she but knew 
them; not every woman, however, will recog- 
nze the lover whose infatuation ia suftiviently 
profound and desperate to briog him to the 
point, Uureasonicg admirers, if ladies but 
knew it,—admirera who are cavght with eves, 
or * tangled in Nwrea’s golden hair,” make as 
good huebands as ihe most sensible and epecu- 
isting of admirers. A man who has p'unged 
hope.essly i.to w seutimental attachment, ac 
cepta the eituation after a while with a steady 
and enduring pertinecity, if only fairly en- 
coursged; aid nothing will bring bim more 
awittly or more arsuredly to tbia state than the 
sight of a type and manner of face on whieh 
some subtle emotion isctirred within bia when-

To turn for a moment from the more senti- 
wental sepect of talse faces, it is curious to nO 
tice what complete cbange in the character of @ 
countensnce is ei!cied by age, and above all 
how great ia the change when death lays i 
hand upen it.

O_e of the most touc ig inc'deata of the death- 
bed isthe recoguiiiom by paroute and relatives of 
a youth and freshness on the face of the de 
ported, and of aa expression associated with 
aciool time, boyhood, ani the epriog of life. 
Hareb and hard-featured meu and women when 
lying at rest, have litle of the ruggednese end 
the ungraciousness which they carried with 
ttem through the world. Even old age—old 
age sinkiog out in decay—takes a strange 
beau'y at the clove, and aw score of years, with 
the furrows and the lines of y-are, disappear, tO 

mit, as it were, a trace of the beautfal child- 
time to return again. Ov ia it vbas all our ovber 
faces were “false faces” except this? Perhaps 
Death ie very sivcere and very truthfal. It 
would be pesant at lesst to think that whe 
passion was spent, the eocset buraed down, and 
thought and dain asleep, nature herself comes 
to viagicate whatever ia good in us oy « distirct 
and fioal manifestation. Tne brother of Death, 
3 the poet calle Sumber, does not treat us 50. 
in dreams our faces often seem worn 401 
weary, eni even coutusive to those who lou k 
on us in thet sate. We do not cast av4y 
the false face at night. We bear it # our 
thoughts have formed it, aud our working €%- 
jetencee, but at the finien we are dope with it. 
Toe face cf a dead wife will seem far more

A Haman Time-Piece. 


A wonderful story is told of » man named J

produced. Reing on board a steamboat on Like 
Geneva, in July 14, 1882, he engaged to indicate 
to the crowd around, the lapse of a quarter of 
au hour, or a¢ many minu‘es and seconds as any 
choose to name, and this during a most diversi. 
fied conversation with thoee standing by; and, 
farther, to indicate by his voice the momen; 
when the band paseed over the quarter, minute, 
cr any other subdivision previously stipulated 
during the whole course of the experiment. This 
he did without mistake, notwithstanding the ex. 
ertions of thoee about him to distract his atten. 
tion, and clapped his hands at the conclasion of 
the fixed time. His own socount of bis gift was 
aefollowa: “I bave acquired by imitation, labor, 
and paticnuce,® movement which neither thought, 
nor labor, nor enything can etop. It is similar 
to that of a pendulum, which at each movement 
of golog and returning gives me the space of 
three seconde, 80 that twenty of them made a 
minute, and theee I add to others continually.”

Turning in Green Crops. 

Probab'y there is no method by which Awins 
can be 80 speedily and economically supplied to 
an exhausted eoi!, as by furning in green crops 
For thia purpose the buckwheat plant is very 
valuable, as it flouriehes on lands which are too 
{sr reduced to produce any other grain, and as 
it decomposes rapidly, even where there is but 
a limited supply of moisture in the soil, 

It ia an oriental production, having been 
brought from the East during the Crusades, and 
hae not loet ite sensibility to cold; it therefore 
succeeds beat on dry, sandy eoile, where there 
ia w good degree of heat. It will, however, 
thrive on lower lands, if previously drained, an« 
on dry c'aya: so that, asa green crop for sup 
p'ying Aumous, it ia tolerably well adapted to 
cvery va iety of soil on which itis desirable that 
snch a crop should be grown. 

On there light eands, and eapecially on bill- 
tides, the labor of carting manure ia a serious 
obstacle to their permanent improvemert, and 
where, also, the wash of the autumnal and 
spring rains deprives the eurface of everything 
in the condition of resolvable humus, no pro 
cess of wapuring can ex eed the one Low 
recommended, either es regarde efficiency or 
economy. Such lands generally produce 4 
slight vegetation which ia rarely worth the ex 
penre of harvesting, but which may be of ser- 
vice if turned down and followed by a green crop. 
When thie couree is adopted, plough when 
the grass growing wpon the land has obtained 
i's mormon growth—say, just in blossom. 
Toen roll thoroughly, and after giving the eur- 
face a good working with the barrow, eow the 
eeed, and roll sgain. The latter roiling will 
facilitate the germination of the seed, and alao 
render the labor of turning in more eary. 

When the wheat makes ite sppearance, a 
good dreeeing cf lime should be applied, and 
the erp tarned under as soon ae it ia in bloom, 
Toe roller must now follow the plough, and an 
other application of lime, with a dezen bushels 
of wood ashes to the acre, would improve the 
next crop exceedingly. 

It ia ap error to suppore that by adopting thie 
procces of enrichment, we necesearily return bo 
more to the soil than the crop turned in takes 
from it. The aliment of buckwheat, as well as 
the sliment of all other crops, ie derived, in 
part, from the atmorphere ; eo that we pot only, 
in thie preeesa, obey literally a fundemcntal 
piinciple cf good husbandry, io returning a’! to 
the land which we tike from ita vegetaive 
powers and resourc:s, bat a considerable s mount 
besides Wero the crop to restore only what it 
derived from the land—aliowing the land to re- 
ceive both og from the atmoepbere in the mean- 
while—the turnicg in of green crops, now ro 
universally recognized as & jadic'ous means of 
enrichment, would be sbandoned, or rather 
would never have been dewired or practiced. 

In order that the reader may compreherd 
more ‘ully the fertt] ng capabilisies of buck 
wheat, we annex the following cnalyeie, It 
may be proper, however, to remark that the 

maniity of eiica, whieh appeare large in pro- 
portion to the other conmstituerts, may have 
been increased by the dust adbesing to the
